JUDGE DECLARES 
COUNTRY HELPED 


Homes of Veniremen Are 
Placed Under Heavy 
Guard as Alleged Mafia 
Leader Hears Verdict. 


Chicago, December 23.—(United 
News.)—In defiance of threats of 
death and reprisals, a jury early to- 
day found Angelo Petitti and Andrew 
Cappellano guilty of kidnaping Billy 
Ranieri, 10-year-old Sicilian boy, for 
whom $60,000 ransom was demanded. 


| 


The jury fixed the penalty at 25 
years imprisonment. A third defend- 
ant, Tony Cappellano, 16, son of An- 
drew, was found not guilty, the jury 
believing he acted merely under the 
influence of his father. 

The verdict brought to a close one 
of the most sensational trials ever 
held in the criminal court of Chicago. 
Threats of death were sent to the im- 
portant witnesses, the prosecutors and 
to Judge Robert E. Gentzel, who pre- 
sided, : 


The night before the trial opened, 
Ole Scully, principal state witness, 
was clubbed and shot to death by four 
men. Four friends of Scully were beat- 
en severely with baseball bats at the 
same time. 

Homes of Jurymen Guarded. 

Every precaution against any fur- 
ther displays at intimidation was 
taken during the trial. The jury, 
witnesses and prosecutors were under 
heavy guard at all times and each 
spectator was searched for weapons 
before he was permitted to enter the 
courtroom. 

_ The same precautions were con- 
tinued today. The jury members were 
escorted to their homes under heavy 
armed guards and police guards were 
doubled at the homes of the witnesses 
for the state and the principals in the 
ease.

Lee Watson, 27-year-old bricklayer, 
left his wife and child in their modest 
ittle Kirkwood home Sunday morning 
Md after reinforcing his physical self 
with a quantity of Christmas cheer 
invited himself to visit a number of 
acquaintances, all of. whom, it was 
learned by the police, resented his un- 
expected visits. 

Sunday night Watson's. bullet- 
riddled body was in Ed Bond & Con- 
don’s morgue. ‘The police had in- 
vestigated his afternoon and early 
evening fiesta and had exonerated J. 
D. McCurry, a salesman, who shot 
and killed him after he had forced 
his way into the McCurry home, 494 
Venira street, and heralded his ar- 
rival with a fusillade of bullets from 
a small automatic pistol. _ oN 

Self-defense was the police decision 
after they had surveyed the _ shot- 
grazed parlor of the McCurry home 
and questioned the salesman and his 
wife. 

Here’s what the police learned: 

Repulsed by Woman, 

Watson laid the bricks for the Mc- 
Curry home when it was being erect- 
ed two years ago. At the same time, 
it was said, he attempted to lay the 
foundation of a love affair with Mrs. 
McCurry, whose unwillingness to play 
her part halted his efforts, tempo- 
rarily. 

At various times, the police were 
told, Watson parppeares at the Me 
Curry home and besought the friend- 
ship of Mrs. McCurry, these visits 
taking place during the absence of 
McCurry, a traveling salesman. Mrs. 
McCurry Sunday night, however, con- 
vinced the police that she reilgiously 
resisted Watson's every advance.

MAN FOUND DEAD 
ON BLAZING BED 
NN ATLANTA HOME 


Shotgun, Recently Dis- 
charged, Is Found Be- 
side Bed; Death Believed 
Accident by Police. 


Charred beyond recognition, the 
lifeless body of Walter May, 54- 
year-old cabinetmaker, was found 
shortly after noon Sunday in a flam- 


field, 
he had been a roomer for more than 
a year. Two shells had been fired 
in a shotgun that was found beside 
the dead man, but according to po- 
lice reports May’s body had not been 
struck by the discharges, 

According to information furnished 
Detectives C. L. Taylor and W. J. 
Stephens by Mayfield, he heard two 
shots. shortly after 8 o’clock Sunday 
morning, but thinking that it was only 
children shooting firecrackers, he did 
not investigate. About 12:30 May- 
field said he knocked on May’s door 
and not getting any response, entered 
the room and found the man in the 
blazing bed. He began fighting the 
flames, but they had gained such a 
headway it was necessary to summon 
the fire department. The home was 
not damaged by the fire. 

Mayfield told the police that May 
had recently borrowed the shotgun 
from a friend to go hunting. After 
arising Sunday morning it is thought 
he was examining the weapon when it 
was accidently discharged, setting the 
bed afire, and blowing two large holes 
in the walls of the room. May had 
probably gotten back in bed, he said, 
and had fallen asleep before the 
smouldering bedclothing became well 
ignited. 

All suicidal theories advanced by 
detectives were scorned by Mayfield, 
who said that he knew of “no earthly

PARAGUAY AGREES 
AGAIN 10 PEACE 


Note Reaching Washing- 
ton Entirely Favorable; 
Bolivian Reply Fails To 
Arrive During Sunday. 


Washington, December 23.—())— 
The government of Paraguay replied 
late today to the questionnaire of the 
Pan-American conference on arbitra- 
tion regarding the methods of con- 
ciliation by the parley of its contro- 
versy with Bolivia. Although the re- 
ply was not made public, it was under- 
stood to be favorable tv concilattion. 


‘The reply of Bolivia had not reached 
Washington up to late tontght, thus 
holding up, for the time being at least, 
the possibility of a meeting tomorrow 
morning of the conference’s special 
committee charged with reconciling 
the two disputing countries. 

The Paraguayan legation said to- 
night that, although it could not make 
public the text of the Paraguayan 
commupication, it was “favorable to 
conciliation and peace in its terms.” 

Notice of the arrival of reply was 
immediately communicated to Dr. Vie- 
tor Mautau, of Peru, chairman of 
the special committee. Dr. Mautau 
lacked only the Bolivian reply to call 
a meeting of his committee and pro- 
ceed with the conciliation effort. 

The arrival of the Paraguayan reply 
allayed somewhat the uncertainty 
which was manifest today in confer- 
ence circles on account of the appar- 
ently long delay of both Bolivia and 
Paraguay in replying to the confer- 
ence’s inquiry. 

The questionnaire which had been 
directed to the two governments asks 
them to define the controversy and 
set forth their preference regarding 
a of the conciliation trib- 
unal.

| metal as a funeral pyre for two pilots 
and two passengers. 

The plane crashed just after taking 
off from the field, about a quarter of 
a mile from the airport. Mr. Rozar,

thusiast, said that the pilot, on hur- 
ried schedule, had failed to properly 
warm the motor. 

“Ascending to an altitude of several 
hundred feet, the plane listed slightly 
to one side,” Mr. Rozar said. “I 


thought at first the pilot merely was 
banking, but then in one chilling meo- 
ment I noticed the motor had choked 
and I knew it was good night for us. 

“A short downward slip and we 
crashed. A twisted seat and wreck- 
age caught me from behind just below 
the knees and threw me face down- 
ward. The motor had caught fire, and 
I could feel the heat emanating 
through the partition. Exerting every 
ounce of strength, as the plane cabin 
was filled with the pitiful cries of the 
wounded men, I tore myself free and 
broke somehow out of the cabin. 

“A gust of fresh air set me right 
and as I turned to get the other pas- 
sengers, two men caught me.

President - Elect Boards 
Battleship Utah for 
Florida After Trium- 
phant Visit to Brazil. 


Rio de Janeiro, December 23.—(/) 


was homeward bound on the battle- 
ship Utah to begin his preparations 
for assuming the presidency of the 
United States. He had left his palace 
home here, which had once been the 
residence of princes of the Brazilian 
empire. Me>sailed away with the 
whole capital ringing with cheers and 
praises for lfm. He sailed away with 
a ton or so of souvenirs. 

But he carried with him also an 
intangible asset outweighing all the 
genuine friendship, admiration and es- 
teem of the Brazilian people which 
had been manifested in unparalleled 
pageantry during his visit and in spon- 
taneous popular outbursts such as the 
Brazilians have bestowed on few of 
their own. 

Goes to Church. 

His last day in Brazil began with 
morning church services. ‘Then He 
was the luncheon host at the United 
States embassy, with United States 
Ambassador Morgan, to President 
Washington Luis. Then at the request 
of the Brazilian president he went to 
the Jockey club race track, where the 
usual Sunday afternoon races were 
held. 

One race had been named the “Hoo- 
ver sweepstakes” and the appeal was 
made to Mr. Hoover that thousands 
of workmen and others accustomed to 
go to the races on their only holiday 
of the week would be unable to see the 
president-elect unless he consented to 
visit the track. President Washington 
Luis had preceded“ him to the race 
track and was ready to escort him to 
the presidential box amid the acclaim 
of the multitude. ; 

Pomp Marks Visit. 

The Brazilian president had arrived 
at the United States embassy for the 
farewell luncheon amid all the pomp 
and color which had accompanied 
every public movement of himself and 
Mr. Hoover during the latter’s visit. 
The Brazilian military band of 120 
pieces, uniformed in white, crimon and 
gold with plumed brass helmets, play- 
ed the Star Spangled Banner and the 
band from the United States battle- 
ship Utah stationed inside the embassy 
grounds played the Brazilian national 
anthem as the president came to the 
embassy entrance. He was escorted by 
dragoons and lJancers, swords and hel- 
mets flashing in the tropical midsum- 
mer sun and pennants whipping in the 
breeze, as the presidential guard of 
honor, 

Members of the Brazilian cabinet 
and prominent citizens, members of 
the embassy staff and of the Hoover 
official party alsO were guests at this 
farewell function.

propriated Is Needed To 
Finish Work Projected. 


Atlanta’s $8,000,000 bond issue 
voted two years ago and of. which 


according to figures from the office of 
B. Graham West, city comptroller, 
Saturday, shrinks still further when 
the unexpended totals for the six bond 
| propositions are analyzed, it is shown 
by a statement Sunday night from 
Frank H. Neely, chairninn 6f the bond" 
commission. 

The school bond issue of $3,500,000 
shows an unappropriated balance of 
but $8,672.85, the expenditures’ to 
date and the appropriations set aside 
to meet obligations already contracted 
for, leaving only this small amount. 

“Extras incidental to the schools 
just contracted for and those not yet 
finished, probably will more than take 
up this little $8,672.85 balance,” Mr. 
Neely said. 

In the 1929 budget sheet of the 
board of education, the board is pre- 
senting an item of $100,000 for fully 
equipping the schools. This item is in 
addition to the $3,500,000 bond item 
voted two years ago and if approved 
by council, will come out of current 
funds, 

Sewers Bonds. 

“The sewers bond proposition, with 
an unappropriated balance of $990,- 
434.32,” Mr. Neely said, “is being 
used as quickly as it becomes avail- 
able. This issue extends over a se- 
ries cf years, a portion becoming 
available every year. The amounts 
are being absorbed as the money be- 
comes avialable. Plans of council 


will call for the expenditure of this h 


money.” 

The sewers issue totaled $2,000,000, 
of which all but $990,434.32 either is 
expended or appropriated to care for 
contracted expenditures. * 

The city hall item of $1,000,000 has 
an unappropriated balance of but 
$524. “If there are any extras in the 
erection of the city hall, it will be 
necessary for council to meet these ad-

ger Where Christ Was! 


Born, To Be Scene of 
Most Solemn Mass. 


Bethlehem, December 23.—(United 
News)—Celebration of the most sol- 


emn mass in Christendom begins Mon- 
day night at the Church of Nativity, 


erected over the traditional birthplace 


of Christ. 

Stopping as they enter the basilica 
by a diminutive door, actually a 
breach in the wall, pilgrims from all 
parts of the world reverently feel their 
Way to the nook where Mary, anxious 
to be out of sight of men at the inn 
above, spread her mats in a subter- 
ranean chamber half natural cave, 
half hewn and hollowed in the rock. 

‘Universal tradition has sanctified 
this cave-chamber as the exact spot 
of nativity, the manger, “warm with 
the soft breath of the cattle.” 

A marble manger has replaced the 
old. _A silver star shines on the floor, 
myriads of ‘twinkling candles pierce 
the darkness. 

The oldest Christian church is still! 
in use, built by Empress Helene, motb- 
er of Constantine, who erected also 
two churches on the Mount of Olives, 
one to mark the site of the ascension, 
the other the cave in which Jesus 
Was supposed to have taught his dis- 
ciples. 
not been materially altered since its 
construction. 

Cosmopolitan Audience. 

To this church Monday night comes 
the most colorful congregation as- 
sembled under any roof. Consuls of 
the Catholic nations in evening dress, 
English and other European residents 
from Jerusalem and other palaces in 
Palestine, whose cars are parked in 
the narrow. picturesque streets Jead- 
ing to the church, rub shoulders with 
the peasants of Bethlehem. their wom- 
en wearing their peculiar medieval 
dress, squatting on thé floor and 
straining to catch a sound of the Latin 
liturgy intoned by gorgeously robed 
bishops. 

Other places in the Holy Land have 
their day, but it is Bethlehem, the

of Christ and of King 
David, the scene of the story of the 
book of Ruth, which is the focal point 
of Christianity at present. 

Ships carrying tourists on Medi- 
terranean cruises have timed their 
arrival in Palestine to enable their 
passengers to reach Bethlehem before 
midnight. The Mediterranean cruiser 
Empress of Austria of the Canadian 
Pacific line, carrying about 400 pas- 
sengers, mostly American, was the 
first to arrive. The road which runs 
from the port of Haifa to Jerusalem, 
through Nazareth and ancient Schec- 
hem, is choked with pilgrim traffic. 
Christian natives began their pilgrim- 
age on foot. 

Many Sects in City. 


Christmas in Jerusalem would 


| achieve even greater grandeur if all 


Christians in Palestine celebrated it 
at the same time. Of about 75.000 
Christians in the country. there are 
probably not more than 10.000 in the 
Holy City. and they belong to some 16 
different churches with different cal- 
endars. 

Adherents of the Greek Orthodox. 
Roman Catholic, Greek Uniate. An- 
glican, Georgian Armenians, Uniate 
Armenians, Jacobite, Uniate Jacobites, 
Copts.

same time equalize them in such a 
manner as to distribute equitably the 
cost of all consumer rates,” Mr. Per- 
ry said. “There are certain items of 
cost in rendering service to any con- 
sumer, regardless of consumption, 
commonly known as overhead cost, 
which is the same to all customers, 
regardless of the amount of current 
consumer. The actual cost of main- 
taining service to an individual con- 
sumer using electric current, for in- 
stance, is well above $1.00 a month 
even though the customer may not 
consume any current at all. There- 
fore it was necessary to work out a 
scale of rates that will properly dis- 
tribute this initial cost unless a dis- 
crimination is to be continued, by 
having those of the larger consuming 
class pav for a loss sustained in 
serving the small consumer. 

“It is an erroneous conception of 
the situation for any person to say 
that the small consumer represents 
any appreciable number of the _ so- 
called ‘poorer class’ of people. Quite 
the contrary. Among the more ex- 
travagantly living families come the 
class known as ‘convenience users’ 
who desire the service only at slight 
intervals, consuming, in the gas de- 
partment, in the neighborhood of 1,000 
cubic feet a month. ‘There are up- 
wards of 6,000 apartment dwellers 
in the city of Atlanta who represent 
the largest number who will be called 
upon to pay the service -charges, both 
as to gas and electric current. Our 
investigation showed that in the aver- 
age ‘cottage family’ in Atlanta, gas 
is consumed in exeess of 2,000 feet a 
month and it is this class and those 
who use more than this amount who 
will receive the benefit of reductions. 

Narrow View. 

“It is a very narrow view for any 
person to undertake to sav that At- 
lanta people should have a lower rate 
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at the last minute.

Answer—As a’ general rule all chil- 
dren from 2 to 16 years of age should 
take not less than one pint of pure 
fresh raw milk daily, preferably cer- 
tified milk if that is available. 

If the child dislikes milk, it is not 
absolutely essential. Ege yolk and 
any kind of fresh raw vegetable or 
relish will supply all the necessary 
vitamins. For infants under a year 
old, any fresh fruit juice or canned 
tomato or other vegetable juice, and 
a fraction of a spoonful ef cod fiver 
oil daily, will insure adequate vita-

Dear Sir: I am crudely outiining an idea 
iwhich has to do with tying up a surplus 
or carry-over of cotton into the succeeding 
crop period, thus lessening the avgilahble 
sapply for a definite minimum time, and 
_thereby affecting the price favorably—or 
in normal years it might probably be bet- 
ter to dispose of such tie-up in, say, Au- 
gust and September before the big move- 
ment of the new €érop is on. Kach year 
would present a different requirement te 
meet conditions. 


It seems likely that congress will enact 
(some form of legislation, setting up a re- 
volving fund to loan cooperatives for this 
purpose, by next summer. If your associa- 
tion should see fit to make a move on this 
line, and encounters difficulty about fi- 
naneing cotton, it’s a good bet that gov- 
ernment money will be available before an- 
other crop comes to harvest.

Plan to have as many individual growers 
and allied interests of the south as pos- 
sible directly interested in such carry-over, 
rather than the cooperative borrowing all 
the necessary funds and biying the total 
catry-over, for the reason that if price is 
boosted much, there will be a tendency to 
overproduction and increasing surpluses. The 
best check against that condition would 
be to have a large number of growers di- 
rectly sharing in profits and losses of the 
carry-over, as well as the next crop.

Your question is an important one, 
and I will write on it, for, unless we 
give’ a little special thought to cal- 
cium, our ordinary diets are apt to be 
deficient in it. 

Calcium is present in larger propor- 


tion in the body than any other min- , 


eral, for it forms the larger part of 
the bones. It is also necessary in s0- 
lution in the blood and other body 
fluids for normal functioning. 

The common name for calcium 1s 
lime, and the green vegetables and 
milk contain it in largest proportion. 
A quart of milk has more lime than 
a quart of saturated lime wtaer. The 
ealeium constituent of milk is one of 
the big reasons that we all should 
have some every day. Naturally, 
children should have more than adults, 
but adults should have at least one 
glassful a day, perferably two (a 
child three to four glasses). This 
need not be taken all in the form of 
drinks. but in cheese, soups, custards, 
sauces, ete.

Fayetteville, Tenn., December 23.— 


{/)—No services were held 


Cumberland Presbyterian church at 
the little village of Kelso, eight miles 
north of here, Sunday night. 

In the hush before the services for 
which the congregation of a hundred 
or more were gathered one member of 
the church, a prominent farmer, walk- 
ed into the building and, directing his 
sun on a neighbor who was already in
